3. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 05/10/04 have 
been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

4. The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention is withdrawn. 

5. The rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Daimon et al . , U.S. Patent 4,752,526 (hereinafter 

"Daimon") or Yasukawa et al . , U.S. Patent No. 5,145,891 

(hereinafter "Yasukawa" ) is withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

6. Claims 1, 3, 5 and 7 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Daimon and Yasukawa. Daimon and Yasukawa each 
teaches an organic fiber filler-containing polypropylene resin 
with substantially identical compositions as claimed in the 
present invention. See Daimon, col. 2, line 3 5 through col. 4, 
line 49; Yasukawa, col. 2, lines 24-67. The present invention 
differs from Daimon and Yasukawa in that neither Daimon nor 
Yasukawa teaches olefin polymer composition (A) .
